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"Community Policing" 
Rochester's Police Chief Assumes Command

Upon first meeting Rochester's newly-appointed 
Police Chief William C. Przybylek, one is struck by how 
gregarious and personable a man he is. Straightforward 
and articulate, he doesn't waste time in getting right to 
the point and is more than willing to make an extra effort 
to avail himself to community members. Indeed, Chief 
Przybylek's career motto, which is prominently printed 
on his business card right next to the Rochester town seal, 
is: "Dedicated to Community Service." 

And with Chief Przybylek, you immediately 
sense it isn't just a catch-phrase — it's a matter of personal 
conviction. 

"I always practiced community policing (even) 
before it had a name, because I recognized from being a 
city kid that everyone had relied upon our local beat cop 
in my neighborhood," Chief Przybylek said. "I 
recognized after becoming a police officer that it was 
advantageous to work closely with people and other 
agencies to try and solve problems. That's when I first 
adopted what I use as my personal motto ... and we made

that our department's motto. I carried that into Ohio and 
then here into Massachusetts as well." 

Born in Schenectady, New York, just outside of 
Albany, Chief Przybylek first entered law enforcement in 
1967 when he joined the New York State Police force. He 
worked as a trooper through 1976, when he was selected 
to become Police Chief in the Town of Glenville, NY, 
nestled between Schenectady and Saratoga. 

"When I first went to Glenville, they only had 
seven or eight officers, they didn't have any dispatch 
function — that was contracted out at the time," he said. 
"Eventually, over a period of time, the number of officers 
increased to perhaps 20 or 21. The rest of the staff was all 
civilian employees, I was the first (police) chief in New 
York state to civilianize dispatchers." 

After working in Glenville for 16 years — during 
which time Chief Przybylek oversaw the building of a 
new police station there in 1985 — he "retired" under the 
New York system which, according to him, offered 
"meager pensions which require you to go back to work 
and do something else." Retaining his interest in law 
enforcement, he applied for and was offered the position 
of Police Chief in West Carollton, Ohio, a city located in 
the Dayton metro area in the southwestern part of the 
state. 

"I became a city chief for the first time in my 
career ... (with) a population of about 14,000 or 15,000 
people," he said. "It had a lot of policing challenges that I 
didn't face when I was located in a suburban town. I 
worked there for three years ... worked for a great city

manager and (town officials). On the personal side, my 
father and mother were still living (in New York), and my 
father became ill. We tried to go back and forth ... we 
couldn't bring him out to Ohio to care for him. It's a 
twelve-hour drive or difficult flight. Reluctantly, I tried to 
find some employment in the east." 

The need to be closer to his family brought him to 
Mashpee on Cape Cod, where he assumed the position of 
Police Chief on February 1, 1995 ... "three years to the 
day" from when he began his stint in Ohio. 

"I worked in Mashpee for five and a half years," 
Chief Przybylek said. "I think I accomplished everything 
that the board had set out for me when I started. I stepped 
up a little bit more in size ... moved from an urban 
policing environment to more of a rural environment — 
Mashpee is more rural among the Cape towns. I enjoyed 
my time there (but) in the spring of this (past) year, I felt I 
had accomplished everything I wanted to do there. I left 
there in July (2000) ... and worked on some consulting 
projects for different law enforcement people from May 15 
through after Labor Day." 

Then, as fate would have it, Chief Przybylek was 
called in September of last year to come in and "hold the 
fort" in Rochester as Interim Police Chief when former 
Chief Walter Denham requested a medical leave of 
absence. 

"We originally thought it would be a matter of 
weeks, and turned into a three-month consulting 
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contract," Chief Przybylek said. "I signed on for the 
three-month contract and didn't know if I would be an 
applicant for the full-time job." 

After advertising the position and conducting an 
open search process, the Board of Selectmen 
overwhelmingly chose Chief Przybylek to remain on in 
the position he had been filling and signed a three-year 
contract with him as Rochester's new Chief of Police, 
effective January 1, 2001. 

Chief Przybylek admitted he didn't have 
aspirations to take over on a full-time basis in Rochester 
until he started working here and got to know the town 
and its residents. 

"I spent the first five to six weeks really looking 
over the community and considering the staff I had met, 
and I was really impressed in every area," he said. "I felt 
everywhere I turned, I was dealing with good, friendly, 
motivated, honest folks. That really influenced me to 
become an applicant for the position." 

Seeing immediate parallels between Rochester 
and Glenville, where he first began his career as a law 
enforcement administrator some 25 years ago, Chief 
Przybylek said he liked the fact that Rochester was a 
small community with plenty of potential growth ahead, 
and he welcomed the chance to, once again, help mold 
and shape a growing Police Department. 

"When I joined Glenville the department was 
small, (and) I had the opportunity to build the 
department from the ground up," he said. "I felt that I

had really left my fingerprints on the organization in the 
respect that I made some meaningful contributions. Not 
just in the hiring of the people that were there, but in the 
way that they practiced their profession and how they 
dealt with the community. I'm hopeful that during the 
time I'm here (in Rochester), I'll be able to affect some 
change in the department to help it to grow as the town 
continues to grow and probably make a worthwhile 
contribution to the department, particularly in the areas of 
the new building." 

Currently residing in Yarmouthport with his wife 
and two youngest sons, Chief Przybylek commutes to and 
from Rochester in a vehicle provided by the town but he 
plans to make the move closer — certainly to "this side of 
the bridge" — within a year, both to be closer to his family 
and to make himself more readily available to the 
Rochester department. 

"At first, it didn't seem to be a problem, but as 
time wore on, I got kind of tired of driving that distance," 
he said. "I don't like to be separated from my family ... 
and I think (the town) felt it was more important for me to 
be closer to work. So we agreed that I'm going to make 
every effort to get over here ... within the next year. We're 
trying to do a well-thought-out move into the area." 

With the construction of a new Police/ 
Communications building well underway — a structure 
which is right on schedule to be completed by lune 1 of 
this year — Chief Przybylek will have plenty of 
challenges and projects to face under his watch. Given his 
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past positions and an impressive 33 years of law 
enforcement experience, one doesn't doubt that Chief 
Przybylek is certainly up to the task. 

"The thought, of course, of building the police 
station and being a part of that process from almost its 
inception — that was appealing to me," he said. "But 
probably most importantly was how those things could 
be developed in relation to the staff here — the elected 
officials, the appointed officials at Town Hall and other 
departments, and the community at large." 

Among Chief Przybylek's initial goals are to 
make the department more visible and "community- 
oriented" and to actively seek out additional sources of 
funding, especially through state and federal grants. In

keeping with both tenets, he's already secured a $15,000 
grant which will be used to begin a bicycle patrol 
program in the town center during the summer months — 
a project already in place in both Mattapoisett and Marion 
and which he sees as integral to breaking down the 
barriers between residents and police officers. 

"First and foremost, we don't take a very limited 
number of 'on duty' people and use them on bicycle 
patrol," he stressed. "That would not be effective, because 
we have such a wide area to cover. But what we do is, 
through the grant, we get additional funds to pay people 
to be there on their 'off duty' time. The bicycles, of course, 
are going to be paid for under the grant as well, as will 
the training. We will be centered around where the new 
police station will be located ... the officers will be 
assigned in pairs and they'll range their coverage from the 
rec fields behind the police station to the little league 
fields to the Plumb Corner Mall, the library, the Town 
Hall. Their mission will be quite simple: to interact with 
as many people as possible. The officers on bicycles don't 
have the barrier of the car around them, they're going to 
be more immediately accessible to the folks in those areas. 
The bike until will work generally from Memorial Day 
through Labor Day, weather-permitting. Everywhere it's 
been done, it's been successful." 

Another unique approach to community policing 
is Chief Przybylek's recommended "park and walk" 
program, which would require all officers to take time to 
simply park their cruisers and walk in areas which are

densely-populated or prone to pedestrian traffic as a 
means of intermingling themselves with residents. 

"Every officer on every shift has a responsibility 
at least once or twice on his shift to go to an area ... park 
their car, walk around, and try to talk to citizens and try 
to get some input from them ... throughout the year, not 
just in the summer months when the bike patrol is out," 
he said. "In some places it's called 'park and talk,' but I've 
used it since New York — in New York, Ohio, and 
Mashpee. It's a very well-received program and one that 
brings a lot of input into the police department and lets 
the community know us a lot better than they would if we 
were just on patrol, waiting to go on a call to their house. 
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You have to consider that many people never in their 
lifetime have a reason to call the police to their home. If 
they're never involved in a small fender-bender accident, 
they may never even need a police officer. I think it's 
important that they see us in a lot of modes, they need to 
know that police officers are fathers and mothers, sisters 
and brothers. When you put police officers in air- 
conditioned cars and roll up the windows, you build 
barriers." 

Chief Przybylek is also planning to work with 
Highway Surveyor Jeff Eldridge to construct a speed- 
monitoring sign like the ones already in use in 
Mattapoisett and Marion, as a means of educating people 
who often disregard the posted speed limits within the 
densely-populated rural town. 

"The most prevalent complaint in every 
community I've ever worked in is speeding vehicles and 
traffic problems," he said. "The typical, traditional 
response in the past has been to ... take a police officer and 
put him in the neighborhood and sort of take a 'zero 
tolerance' approach to speeding in the neighborhood. If 
you utilize a speed-monitoring trailer effectively, you're 
going to help educate the people in town. And the 
education goes not just for the folks who are speeding, 
but there's an education for those who are the observers 
to the degree that the police department is interested in 
the problem." 

Probably Chief Przybylek's biggest challenge is to 
get his community-oriented message out to the residents 
and make himself and his department members more 
visible and readily-available to the community at large — 
something which is always easier said than done. But 
Chief Przybylek exudes a certain amount of self- 
confidence and assurance that suggests he's going to keep 
at it until he's accomplished everything he's set out to do 
— just as he did in his last position as Police Chief in 
Mashpee. 

"The community policing philosophy that we'll 
be using is the most important message to get out into the 
community," he said. "We're here to be a part of the 
community, not apart from it. The department is here to 
serve not just as a reactionary force to an emergency 
situation, but more importantly as a proactive force to 
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address community issues as they arise. And to do that, 
we have to effectively spread our message. There are 
groups and individuals within the community that we 
have to pass our message out to. We have to do that with 
greater visibility and closer contact and in the 
development of programs." 

In just three short months as interim chief, and a 
scant few days in the full-time position, Chief Przybylek 
has already managed to affect some positive change in the 
Rochester Police Department. The buzz around town 
seems quite positive, and thus far there hasn't been any 
vehement opposition or disappointment in having hired 
someone from outside the town to take over the 
command.

And the new Rochester Chief seems comfortable 
with both the town and his new department. 

"I talked to a lot of people and had an 
opportunity to work with a lot of people, particularly the 
staff here at the (police) department/' he said. "I was just 
so impressed with them and their willingness to work 
with me that it really convinced me that I thought this 
was a place I'd like to be to finish out my career as a 
police chief. I just look forward to maybe five to ten years 
... and in that period of time I feel I can make a 
meaningful contribution to Rochester and become much 
more a part of the community. I'm satisfied that it's a 
great place to work (and) I'm looking forward to 
accomplishing quite a bit while I'm here."

• An invitation was received from the Plymouth 
County District Attorney's office inviting the board to 
attend an important training entitled "The Municipal 
Official's Guide to Avoiding Conflicts of Interest on 
Wednesday, January 31, 2001 at the Massasoit Conference 
Center in Brockton from 6:30 pm to 9:00 pm. 

The first appointment for the evening was with 
the Water /Sewer Commissioners who came before the 
board to discuss their concerns regarding the future 
Skateboard Park and its drainage issues. 

Gary Gaspar, Donald Linhares, Water /Sewer 
Superintendent William Nicholson and Police Chief Mary 
Lyons discussed their concerns for the drainage of the 
future park affecting the future of the new Water and 
Sewer Building, which will be in close proximity to the 
park. In addition, their concern is that the project has yet 
to be clearly defined and planned, and therefore, the 
Commissioners are feeling that there is potential for 
problems to arise. 

Eventually, the land behind the Police Station will 
become home to the Skateboard Park, the Water and 
Sewer Building, a retention pond and eventually the 
future Fire Station. The commission explained that their 
concern over drainage is legit, and that in a feasibility 
study, it was determined that one-inch of rain within the 
18,000 square foot park would equal 11,000 gallons of 
water. They want to make certain that there will be proper 
elevations and inquired if the project could be slowed 
down until there was a civil engineer on board to oversee 
the project. 

Selectman Denham explained that there are 
several steps within this project that need to be 
accomplished before the issue of drainage will become a 
problem. He assured the commission that there will be an 
engineer on board and that until the engineering is 
complete, the elevations will not be known. But, the park 
will not be blacktopped until there is a complete 
engineering plan, and the detention pond is built. The 
Commissioners were satisfied that there would be 
opportunities to discuss the matter further, and that the 
board would ensure the appropriate elevation levels for 
the project. 

The second and final appointment on the agenda 
was with Geordie Vining and Ruth Helfell from the 
Department of Environmental Management (DEM) 
regarding the ongoing restoration of the Nasketucket 
State Reservation (the so-called Nunes property). They 
presented the board with an update on the restoration of 
the land that began once it was acquired from a 
developer. 

They began their presentation with a discussion 
of the existing conditions they faced when the project 
began since the developer had begun clearing the land for 
future home sites. The developer had cleared 17,000 cubic 
yards of material and had begun work on 7 of the 15 
detention ponds. The focus for the restoration will be 
centered on a small parking lot made of gravel, the trail

head, and a narrow trail for walkers and emergency 
vehicles as well as filling in the detention ponds. 

In the future there will need to be funding for 
signage and park maintenance, although they have 
fielded interest from residents to offer volunteer work in 
the maintaining of the park. It was determined form the 
onset of the restoration of this land that this park would 
encourage "passive recreation," meaning that there would 
be little developed and it will not be an intensively used 
park in order to cultivate the ecosystems within the land. 

The focus of the trail will center around the 
maritime forest, the holly trees, boasting some of the 
largest trees on record in New England, the wetlands, the 
coast and the old agricultural fields. Though nearly 
through the budget for the restoration thus far, they plan 
to make further requests for funding and believe the next 
step will be to hire a consultant to devise a plan for future 
restorations and maintenance. 

There being no further matters to discuss, the 
board unanimously voted to adjourn for the evening. A 
reminder that there will not be a meeting next Monday, January

The board then convened as the Water /Sewer 
Commissioners to consider an extension of the current 
sewer moratorium which, according to Selectman 
Schaefer, has been in place since January of 1998.

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To that end, Selectman Cutler noted that Police 
Chief William Przybylek has suggested the sally port 
structure for the police cruisers be partitioned off into two 
separate sections, an idea which he does not support at 
this time. "I suggest the (concrete) slab be thickened up on 
that side — between the two bays — to support (an added 
wall) at a later time," Selectman Cutler said. The board 
unanimously voted to have Mr. Huntoon look into the 
additional costs of reinforcing the foundation for that 
potential future use. 

Mr. Huntoon also added that he's seeking 
assistance from grant writer Sharon Gay on a volunteer 
basis to help them administer the grant they've recently 
been awarded from the state. 

Former Police Chief Walter Denham came before 
the board to inquire about the status of his pending 
reimbursement for a convention he attended at the end of 
last year. Mr. Denham submitted a reimbursement 
voucher but there was some question as to what qualified 
for reimbursement. He received a partial reimbursement 
and Town Accountant Claudette Coutu was seeking 
verification for the remaining amount. 

Mr. Huntoon advised that the portion which was 
eligible for reimbursement had already been approved 
and Mr. Denham would be receiving a check this week. 

"I had asked that in the future things be itemized 
as to what can and cannot be reimbursed," Selectman 
Cutler said. The board also unanimously voted to set a 
standard policy for all reimbursements to town 
employees and a clearly-defined list of items which are 
not eligible for reimbursement — such as alcoholic 
beverages — be established. 

"I just think the (reimbursement) check was held 
for too long," Mr. Denham said. "I put in (for 
reimbursement) over two months ago." 

Under incoming correspondence, the board 
received a letter of resignation from William Hawkes, 
who is stepping down from both the Finance Committee 
(FinCom) and as a representative to the emPOWERment 
group due to time constraints. The board voted to send a 
letter of appreciation to Mr. Hawkes for his past 
participation and also noted that there is now a vacancy 
on the FinCom as either a full or alternate member and a 
position for someone to serve as the town's alternate 
representative to the SouthCoast emPOWERment group, 
an organization of seven communities seeking alternative 
sources of electrical power in the area. 

Residents interested in serving on either the 
FinCom or emPOWERment group should submit a letter 
of interest to the Board of Selectmen. Selectman Cutler

retirement. The final selection of a full-time replacement 
will either be made by the two Boards of Selectmen (with 
Selectman Denham excusing himself from voting), or the 
existing Veterans Council. The board agreed that the 
Veterans Council should handle the selection process and 
unanimously voted to that effect. 

• Selectman Cutler again inquired about the 
Community Preservation Act and what needs to be done 
to place an article on the next Special Town Meeting 
warrant. Mr. Huntoon noted that both a Town Meeting 
article and ballot question need to be approved to 
establish the measure. Selectman Cutler suggested this be 
made a priority item on the next Town Meeting and 
Election agendas. "We need to prepare a by-law and have 
all our ducks in a row," he said. "I think this is important 
... we're missing a lot of opportunities." 

• The board agreed to meet with Police Chief 
Przybylek on Monday, January 29 to discuss and clarify 
portions of his recommended hiring policy before giving 
the policy their final approval. 

• Selectman Ryan said she had a question from 
someone who wanted to know what could be done with 
property in town that they want to sell off to avoid family 
conflict but that they also wanted to remain as open space 
and not be sold off to a developer. "Sometimes people are 
truly not aware of their options and processes," she said. 
The board agreed to include information on this subject in 
a future Town Newsletter and perhaps suggest a public 
presentation via a committee or organization meeting. 

• The board unanimously voted to buy out the 
remainder of former Police Chief Walter Denham' s 
contract as previously decided at Town Meeting. 
Selectman Ryan noted that it was agreed to take this step 
once a replacement Police Chief was selected and a 
contract had been signed with him. 

• The board agreed to meet on Monday, January 
15 at 4:00 pm — despite the Martin Luther King Jr. 
Holiday — to take up some pending matters as there 
wouldn't another chance to meet next week. 

There being no further matters to come before the 
board, they unanimously voted to adjourn for the evening 
at 8:11 pm.

The League of Women Voters of Marion-Mattapoisett- 
Rochester continues to explore the question of how the three 
towns might be impacted by full (Pre-K through Grade 12) 
school regionalization. Members of the study committee have 
almost completed their series of interviews with 
superintendents of other Pre-K to 12 regional districts, and have 
arranged through the principals to consult with tri-town school 
councils. 

School Councils, established by the Education Reform 
Act of 1993, are made up of teachers, parents, principals, and 
community members. Each school building has a council to plan 
for school improvement, review the school budget, and be a 
bridge connecting the school and the community. The councils 
are an ideal forum in which to discuss from many different 
perspectives concerns and suggestions about possible 
reorganization of the school departments. 

League members will confer with both Mattapoisett 
school councils later this month, meeting with the Center School 
Council at 3:05 pm on Wednesday, January 10. A conference with 
the Old Hammondtown School Council is scheduled for 
Tuesday, January 16 at 6:30 pm. As always, these meetings are 
open to the public and visitors are welcome.

Well-acted and smoothly directed, Steven 
Soderbergh's7ra$/c is nonetheless themost wildly 
overpraised, overnominated movie since Saving 
Private Ryan. Has this really been such a 
substandard year that a decent but flat piece of 
work like Traffic is airlifted to the top of the crap 
heap? Soderbergh, working from a speechy script 
by Stephen Gaghan, wants to give us a panoramic, 
crackling view of the drug trade — the users, the 
dealers, the enforcers, all caught in a self- 
perpetuating loop of need, greed, and ignorance. 
What he ends up with, I'm afraid, is very much 
like two and a half episodes of Miami Vice edited 
together and color-coded. 

The color-coding is part of Soderbergh' s 
stylistic agenda this time out. Scenes in Mexico, 
featuring honest cop Javier Rodriguez (Benicio 
Del Toro), are a washed-out grainy yellow, sleepy 
and left out in the sun. Scenes dealing with Helena 
Ayala (Catherine Zeta- Jones), the pregnant and 
clueless wife of a busted druglord (Steven Bauer), 
unfold in more naturalistic light, the better for the 
camera to dote on Zeta-Jones' luminous skin 
tones (she was actually pregnant during filming). 
Scenes involving newly anointed drug czar Robert 
Wakefield (Michael Douglas), whose 16-year- 
old daughter Caroline (Erika Christensen) is in a 
free-fall of freebase and sex, comprise the bluest, 
chilliest footage since David Cronenberg'sCras/!. 

The name Wakefield, like much else in 
Traffic, is a bit too obvious (the drug czar wakes 
up to the reality of the drug problem — get it?). 
Every character is there to preach, or to learn, the 
movie'sthesisthatthe "war on drugs" isawasteful 
sham. People are praising the film's bravery in 
announcing this, as if cultural and political critics 
hadn't been saying it for decades (even National 
Review ran a cover story conceding the point). 
Traffic is one of those square-up-the-middle tracts 
that make people think they're thinking. It's not 
likely to face many arguments, and it stacks the 
deck by having Michael Douglas' nice white 
daughter getting high and even, gasp, having sex 
with black men. (Oddly, Requiem for a Dream 
also had Jennifer Connolly arriving at the same 
presumably horrificfate.Messagetowhiteparents: 




Keep your daughters off the drugs and they' 11 stay 
off the black guys.) 

This is Benicio Del Toro's movie, if it's 
anyone's. What little he says is in Spanish, so he 
sidesteps the stiff dialogue; in an elegant, near- 
silent performance, he lets us read his 
disillusionment rather than hearing it at length, as 
with some of his castmates. Don Cheadle and 
Luis Guzman get some comic friction going as a 
pair of undercover narcs, but they're a couple of 
good actors playing variations on 2,000 other 
movie cops. Zeta-Jones has some lovely pangs of 
hurt when her husband is taken away, but her 
progression to an ice queen a la Talia Shire in The 
Godfather Part III is too facile; when she orders 
someone's death, we're not shocked so much by 
her ferocity as by her abrupt, thinly written shift 
to Machiavellian evil. 

Steven Soderbergh began the year with the 
frisky, rousing Erin Brockovich, and has now 
ended it with a film much better cast and directed 
than it deserves. Except for the color-coding (and 
maybe not even that), he doesn't do much that 
hasn't been done before, by himself or others. 
Evenpoor Michael Douglas, except for one quietly 
effective moment when Wakefield confronts a 
man about to sleep with his daughter, seems 
pinched and restless, as if he knew he ' s being used 
for his angry-white-male aura and little else. 
Soderbergh, too, is used for his radical-filmmaker 
credentials; he makes a very conventional 
melodrama feel ragged and independent. He does 
more for Traffic than it does for him, much like an 
addict and his dealer, and by the end you sense 
Soderbergh burning out. His final image is of a 
children's baseball game, which elsewhere might 
be a calming, enigmatic visual, but here it whacks 
you over the head: See, the national pastime — 
just like drugs! And the players get younger every 
year! Maybe Soderbergh has experimented long 
enough with the drug of Hollywood; he's starting 
to like it, and need it, too much.

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Novelist, historian and journalist 
Caleb Carr remains one of those rare 
enigmas among contemporary writers. 
With a solid sense of history and a 
superb grasp of modern culture, he has 
managed to weave fictional works 
which are both haunting and poignant 
because they perfectly reflect real-life 
events and the inevitable darker side 
of human nature. 

In his two previous "historical" 
novels, the best-selling The Alienist 
and its unofficial sequel, The Angel of 
Darkness, Carr managed to weave 
fictional events into the fabric of 
genuine historical settings populated 
by real historical figures. This added 
sense of time and place lent his fiction 
a sense of gravity ... a way of making 
his tales wholly credible. As skilled as 
Thomas Harris (The Silence of the 
Lambs), Carr's work crackles with 
detail and description, tapping into the 
mind's eye and placing the reader 
alongside his protagonists like an 
omniscient Dr. Watson observing the 
meticulous Sherlock Holmes. 

Oddly enough, Carr has opted to 
shift gears somewhat with his latest 
effort, the engrossing "futuristic" novel 
Killing Time which uses present-day 
technology as a jumping-off point to 
examine several intriguing "what if 
scenarios dealing with the information 
age. But fans of both The Alienist and 
The Angel of Darkness need not 
despair, because although Carr has 
chosen to set the bulk of this tale 
within the confines of the not-too- 
distant future, the book is judiciously 
sprinkled with historical facts and

staphylococcus plague of 2006 which 
wiped out 40 million people, the stock 
market crash of 2007 (is this really a 
book of fiction, I wonder?), and the 
assassination of American President 
Emily Forrester in 2018 — all come 
into play to expose how easy it is to 
manipulate information in the 
technological age. Dr. Wolfe finds 
himself unwittingly recruited by this 
renegade group and struggles with 
whether or not their agenda is wholly 
noble. 

With shades of Stephen King's 
epic masterpiece The Stand and a dash 
of William Gibson' s numerous cyber- 
thrillers thrown in for good measure, 
Killing Time is an addictive and 
thought-provoking read that may also 
be a stern warning of where we're 
headed if our current reliance on 
technology and the "information 
superhighway" continues to flourish 
while more traditional sources of news 
and history are allowed to whither on 
the vine. It' s probably not coincidental 
that Carr seems to be equally in awe 
and in fear of all the techno-gadgets 
described in the novel. 

Based on three solid novels, Carr 
has proven a major force in 
contemporary literature and may, in 
fact, be one of the few legitimate heirs 
to the legacy of Edgar Allan Poe and 
Arthur Conan Doyle. Indeed, there is 
much of Dupin and Holmes in Carr's 
pragmatic and analytical heroes, and 
Killing Time is another chapter in an 
impressive if not overly-prolific 
writing career. I anxiously await Carr' s 
next novel, regardless of time or place.
